School Election and Women Voters. 


T he T e l e g r a p h ha« had much to say 
concerning women voting at the coming 
school election, giving directions how to 
vote and urging the ladies to embrace the 
* opportunity. 
The subject is discussed in 
all its bearings iu the following which we 
give for the benefit of our lady readers, 
j and we hope that they will read the same 
with interest and care that they may be 
prepared to exercise this great privilege 
‘‘Woman may vote for trustees lor 
school townships. 
This election takes 
place annually th« * second Saturday in 
April, when one trustee shall be elected 
for the term of three years 
In counties 
adopting tow nship organization, the trus 
tee shall be elected at the same time as 
the town officers, namely, the 
first Tiu-s 
day in April. 
For district directors, who are elect« «! 
annually on the thin! Saturday in April, 
when « » ne director shall he elected, who 
shall hold his office three years 
In all school districts having a popu'n 
tion of l,0(K) and not over 100.0(H) inhahi 
Lints, which are not governed by any 
specis^ ac t in relation 1«» fr» « > schools, 
there is elected instead «>f directors, a 
Board of Education, which shall consist 
of a president and *ix members 
The 
president shall be electeil annually, and 
shall hold his office for the term of one 
y« *ar. 
The annual election of members 
of the Board of Education shall be on the 
third .Saturday in April, when one thiril 
of the members shall be elected for the 
term of three years. 
This applies to the 
« ■¡ty of Dixon. 
Any woman twenty one years of ag« -, 
resident of the H ate, and having the 
proper qualifications, is eligible to any of­ 
fice of School Director, member of Board 
of Education, Tow nship Trustee, Stale or 
County Superintendent. 
A woman must lie a cilf/.eu of the 
United States, a resident of the stab* one 
year, of tlio county ninety days, of the 
tnwriship or school district thirty days 
Women must he citizens of the I nited 
States before they can vote 
All women 
born in the United States are citizens 
All women who wer« - born in a foreign 
country and whose failurs had been nat 
urali/.ed before they became of age, are 
Citizens 
We are of the opinion that all 
wives of foreign birth whose husbands 
have been naturalized are citizens. In; 
cause under the law the husband and 
wife become one. 
T he same with a nu 
tivt* born husband who marries a foreign 
born woman; but that a foreign born 
w» » mau can apply for naturalization pa 
pers independent of the action of her bus 
baml 
However, these question* will 
have to he settled by the courts. 
All single women of foreign birth whose 
father-, had not b« -en naturalized before 
they reached their majority, must apply 
to the courts for the necessary naturali­ 
zation paper- 
Kcgifltration is not a necessary « pialdi 
cation to voting for these offices 
But 
the act of I Hit | relating to woman’s voting 
provides that women » hall be regisL reil 
in the same manner as is provided for 
the registration of male v« » ters. 
Th« - act 
of Jun e 17th, 1*0 ] 
provides a system of 
rcgisd ration, namely 
“ A board of r« gis 
try shall meet in the precinct on Tuesday, 
three we« -ks preceding th« - tirst general 
city, village or town election,” ‘‘or in » aac 
the previ« #HB registration shall be used, 
such hoard of registry shall meet on Tues 
» lay two w« « <ks preceding such election, 
when such registration shall be made ” 
You should see that your name is rcg 
istered lit« - tirst opportunity; but if a achool 
election shall he held before such regis 
tration shall have been made, you are en 
titled to vote at mu h election. 
Th« - law maki-H no provision for the 
printing <»f ballots at the elections belli 
for the purpose of electing trustees «»f 
schools «>r school directors, and members 
>f the boarils 
of education 
If printed 
ballots ar« ; 
not furnished by the eanili 
dates, you must provide your own, either 
printed <»r written 
The school law pro 
vid« s that 
if other public officers ar« - 
elected at 
the same election at which 
school officers are elect« -« !, the ballot «>f 
fered by any woman entitled to vote tin 
Ucr this act shall not c » ntain the name of 
any person to be voted for at such elec­ 
tion, except such officers of public schools, 
and such ballots shall ail be deposited in 
separate ballot box 
This will occur at 
the election of township trustee, and it is 
the business of the board of elections to 
provide the separate ballot box.
